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Agricultural  Trade  Surplus  Up  in 
July  --  The  agricultural  trade  surplus 
rose  sharply  in  July  to  $1 .2  billion, 
gaining  $357  million  over  June  when 
the  trade  surplus  was  at  its  lowest 
level  since  September  1987.  The  July 
surplus  was  also  $202  million  higher 
than  last  July.  Rising  exports 
contributed  largely  to  the  improved 
surplus.  Exports  rose  10  percent  from 
June  while  imports  fell  7  percent.  The 
cumulative  trade  surplus  for  October 
1990  to  July  1991  totaled  $12.8 
billion,  17  percent  lower  than  during 
this  period  last  year  (see  table  3). 

Exports  Rose  Slightly  -  Agricultural 
exports  totaled  $2.9  billion  in  July,  up 
$274  million  from  June.  Exports 
increased  for  most  animal  products, 
wheat,  corn,  rice,  and  soybeans,  but 
fell  seasonally  for  fruits,  vegetables, 
tobacco,  and  cotton.  October-July 
cumulative  exports  reached  $31 .9 
billion,  down  8  percent  from  last  year. 

Corn  exports  improved  more  than  the 
other  major  commodities  during  July. 
Value  rose  54  percent  to  $447  million 
and  volume  jumped  56  percent  to  4.2 
million  tons,  returning  to  February  and 
March  levels.  Corn  export  value 
comprised  17  percent  of  total 
agricultural  exports,  up  from  1 1 
percent  in  June.  Shipments  to  Japan 
were  down  slightly  to  under  1  million 
tons.  Exports  to  the  Soviet  Union 
once  again  reached  1  million  tons, 
similar  to  earlier  in  the  year.  Together 
these  2  countries  accounted  for 
almost  half  of  July’s  corn  shipments. 
Other  substantial  markets  included 
Taiwan,  Belgium,  and  Korea.  Egypt, 
Mexico,  and  Algeria  also  received 
large  shipments,  although  they  were 
about  half  of  the  volume  to  Belgium  or 
Taiwan. 

Wheat  export  value  increased  49 
percent  in  July.  Volume  increased  40 
percent.  The  value  of  shipments  rose 
to  $243  million  and  volume  rose  to  2.1 
million  tons.  China,  Japan,  and  Brazil 
were  the  major  markets  for  wheat.  Sri 
Lanka,  Korea,  the  Philippines,  and 
Egypt  each  received  over  100,000 
tons.  No  U.S.  wheat  went  to  the 
Soviets  during  July. 


The  value  of  soybean  exports  rose  10 
percent  over  June  to  $247  million. 
Volume  gained  12  percent  to  1.1 
million  tons.  About  one-third  of  the 
soybean  shipments  went  to  Mexico, 
which  received  over  400,000  tons. 
Japan  received  over  300,000  tons. 
Taiwan,  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
Korea  were  the  other  large  markets. 

Unlike  the  other  commodities,  cotton 
exports  fell  dramatically  in  July.  Value 
fell  by  44  percent  to  $80  million. 
Volume  dropped  36  percent  to  46,000 
tons.  This  is  the  smallest  cotton 
shipment  in  many  years.  Japan  and 
Korea  received  the  bulk  of  July’s 
shipment. 

Imports  Decline  in  July  -- 

Agricultural  imports  fell  $124  million 
to  $1 .8  billion.  This  continues  the 
seasonal  decline  that  occurs  each 
summer  when  domestic  fruit  and 
vegetables  become  available  to  meet 
consumer  needs.  Other  declines  in 
July  included  imports  of  cattle,  meat 
products,  sugar,  and  cocoa.  Imports 
increased  for  coffee,  dairy  products, 
vegetable  oil,  and  tobacco. 

Cumulative  imports  for  October-July 
reached  $19.1  billion.  This  level  is  the 
same  as  this  time  last  year  (Susan 
Pollack,  202-219-0822).  _T, 
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P.L.  480  Funding  Up  for  FY 
1991  --  The  P.L.  480  (Food  for 
Peace)  program  in  fiscal  1991 
reflects  an  increase  of  almost  $5.9 
million  from  fiscal  1990  levels  to 
$1 ,526.3  million.  Of  this,  about 
$511.1  million  is  provided  through 
Title  I  (concessional  sales),  $721 .4 
million  through  Title  II  (donations), 
and  $293.4  million  through  the  new 
Title  III  grant  program.  FY  1991 
levels  should  provide  about  6.6 
million  tons  of  commodity 
shipments,  almost  5  percent  more 
than  FY  1990  (table  4),  (Nydia 
Suarez,  202-219-0821).
